A Ministry of Commerce would most 
fittingly be charged with the organisation 
and appointment of the Consular and 
Commercial Attaché Services,as in the 
United States, where no difficulties arise 
as to making use of Cortsulg fur diplo 
matic purposes when required, 

While a satisfactory reform of the Con- 
sular Service must greatly depend upon 
a change in its control, no change an 
organization or the methods of appoint- 
mentg along will suffice to secure the im- 
provoments desired. A training is re- 
quired which has been sadly lacking. A 
better knowledge of languages is neces 
aary, While no endeavourg to attain 
greater efficiency will mect with success 
unless the remuneration is sufficient to 
attract suitable men. If the country 
desires on efficient organisation to assist 
its trade, it ought to be prepared to pay 
more for it than it does at present, In

THE DEMOBILISATIUN 
QUESTION. : 
WAR OFFICE MEMORANDUM. 


The following is a copy of a telegram 
received from, the War Office by the local 
Military authorities :-— 

THE ARMIES UF OCCUPATION, 
(Baplanatory Note by the Secretary 
of State fur War.) 

(1.)--On the 1th November, when tho 
Armistice wes signed, there were about 
3,600,009 Imperial British officers and 
soldiers on the pay and ration strength 
of the British Army. During the two 
months that have passed since then, rather 
more than three-quarters of a million 
have been demobilized or discharged. 
The aystem of demobilization Which’ has 
been adopted aims at reviving national 
industry, by bringing the men home in 
the order of urgency nécording to trades. 
There ie no doubt that this is the wiscst. 
course, and it will cuntinue to be follow- 
ed in the large majority of cuses. Tha 
time has now come, however, when mili- 
tary needy must he considered us well aay 
industria} necds. 

(2.)—Uniess we are to be defrauded 
of the fruits of victory and, without con- 
sidering our Allies, to throw away ail 
won with so much cost and 
trouble, we must provide for a good many 
months tu come armies of occupation for 
territory, — These arimies 
exact from the 


that we have 


the enemy's 
inust be strong enough to 
Germans, Turks and others the just terms 
which the Allies demand; and we must 


bear our share with France, America and 
italy in providing them. The better 
trained and disciplined these armica are, 
the fewer men will be needed to do the 
job. We have, therefore, to cicate, in 
order to wind up the war satisfactorily, 
a strong compact. contented, well-dis- 
ciplined army, which will maintain the 
high reputation of the British service, an 

make sure we are not tricked of what 
we have rightfully won. It will be an 
army far smaller than our present army; 
in fact, it wil be about one-quarter o 
the great armics we have been using in 
the war. 

(3.)—Our military 
know what Marshal Foch’s wishes are, 
say that, in their-opinion, not more than 

,000 men of all ranks and arms will | 
be sufficient to guard our interests in 
this transition period. Therefore, when 
this new army, has been organised. and 
while it is being organized, over two-and- 
a-half-million men who were held to mili- 
tary service when the fighting stopped 
will be released to their homes ghd to’ 
industry as fast’as the trains and ships 
can carry them, and the Pay Offices settle 
their accounts. In other words, out of 
3,500,000, it is proposed to keep for the 
present about 900,000 and: release all the 
others as fast as possible. 

(4.)—How ought we to choose the 
900,000 who are to remain to finish up 
the work? When men are marked. for 
release, they, obviously, ought to go home 
in the order which wih most quickly ro- 
start our industries, for, otherwise, they 
would leave their means of livelihood in 
the army and relinquish their rations 
and their acparatiun allowances only to 
become unemployed in great numbers 
But when men are kept back in the ser- 
vice to form the armies of occupation, a 
choice cannot be made simply on trade 
grounds; it must be mado on grounds 
which appeal broadly to a sense of 
justice and fairplay-length of service, 
© and wounds must be the main con- 
siderations entitling a man to release. 
The new army will, therefore, be com- 
posed, in the first instance, only from 
those who did not enlist before the ist 
January, 1916, who are not over 37 years 
of age, and have not more than two 
wound stripes. Jf unyone has to stay, 
it must be those who are not the oldest; 
not those who came the earliest ; npt those 
who have suffcred the most.

Tn ill the war’s- records of the maltrcat- 
ment,.of prisoners, for which our cnemics 
have earned an evil fame, there is no 

ore tragic chapter than that recounting

+ 300 DEATHS AN A WEEK. 

During the night and the following day 
the greater part of the British force, off- 
cers and men, was marched about eight 
miles up the river to Shamran, where 
they were to encamp until they could be 
sent on to Baghdad. They found no proper, 
accommodation for them whatever at 
|‘Shamran, ouly a bare piece of the desert, 
Turkish sentries. Hero for a 

oek' the men lay about, unsheltered in 
gan and rain. For two days no retions 
ware. issued by the Turks; theré was 
nothing to eat but some dates and black 
bread which the Arab soldiers peddled 
‘among the men in exchange for boote and 
clothing, thus bringing their destitution 
a stage further; the Tu also plied a 
traffic in their dry and ‘stony ration- 
biscuits, quite indigestible fare for semi- 
starved men and! probably one of the main 
causes of the large number of deaths from 
gastro-enteritis and dysentery which oc 
curred at Shamran. Nearly 200 of tho 
men were dead within a week from the 
surrender. The Turkish medical depart- 
ment pave no help at all; im fact they 
took. from our own madical staff their 


most important drugs, 

. Buch help as the British officers them 
, could give was hampered: and 
largely rejected, On May 6th, when the 
‘galutmn of prisoners wae to sect out on the 
100-mile march to Baghdad, these officers 
learnt to their consternation that they 
were to be separated from their men ; by 
this time they wel] understood what the 
consequences would be. They did what 
they could by urging upon the Turkish 
commandant tho men’s exhausted condi- 
tion, by stipulating that they should nob

“Whe sick who remained! at 
Baghalie ‘wera brought by a later boat 
with others. who had dropped at difforent 
stages of ihe march. , 
TRIPPED AND SCOURGED 

For one day the Turkish commander 
kept his promise about the length of the 
day’s march, On the second the men wera 
made ‘to march ecighteen miles, and after- 
wards twelve to fifteen miles daily, lying 


at night on~the open ground, They were 
herded like sheep by mounted Arab traups,, 
who freely used sticks and whips to flog 
forward the stragglers. Food was very 
short, the heat was intense, the clouds 
of dust perpetual, and a great number 
of the men had now, neither boots nor 
water-bottles, Their escort etripped them 
still further ; by the time of their arrival 
at Baghdad most of the Arab guard were 
dressed in odda and ends of British uni- 
forms, stolen during the march, ; ‘

absolut “to be given over to'drest; thi 
was at Azizle, where some 350 sick, Bri- 
tish and Indian, were left behind in a 
sort of cowshed, densely crowded and 
flthily verminous, to follow later by 
river. The rest struggled: on, many of 
them now half naked. all co near the fimit 
of ¢shaustion that there were daily deaths 
by the roadside, So, efter nine days’ 
march, the column arrived at Baghdad on 
May idth, and were marched for three or 
four hours through crowded streets before 
being taken to the place where they were 
to_cncamp. 

Meanwhile, the first boat-lond of offirers 
had already reached the city, and had 
likewise been exhibited to the crowd, 
which received them in @#read and un- 
demonstrative silence. They were then 
lodged for a ‘few days the Turkish 
cavalry barracks before continuing their 
journey northward. It was proposed to 
the authorities that a certain number of 
the British medical staff should remain in 
Baghdad for work among the sick prison- 
ers; and this pine was most fortunately 
agreed to. Eleven so remained. All the 
other officers who were fit for the journey 
were despatched to Mosul, and thence by 
Ras-el-Ain and Aleppo in 9 Asia Minor. 
The retention of eleven British medical 
officers meant the relief of much suffering 
and the saving of many lives; but in 
spite of all that could be done the rate 
of mortality among the sick prisoners 
was still very high,  Dysentery and 
gastro-enteritis--a disearo closely resembl- 
ing cholera—were atill the 
scourges; but there was also a certain 
proportion of wounded. men needing ,sur- 
ica] treatment. In euch cases even the 

t of the Turkish doctors were fully 
capable of using unclesned instruments 
and verminous bandages, so that our offi- 
cera had to take matters ontirely in their 
own hands, down to the simplest dressing 
of ‘wound: most. elementary de-

HORRORS OF THE MARCH. 


There remains to be told what had hap. 
pened to. the main mass of the prisoners, 
those who had been judged. capable of the 
journey’ up country and across the Syrian 
desert to Asin Minor. Weck after week, 
through June and July, parties of them 
had left Baghdad, crowded into the rail- 
way trucks which were to take them as fur 

Samara, the railhead (ns it then was) 
some seventy miles up the river. from 
there they would go afoot. Their state 
of preparation for a march of 500 miles, 
the health and strength and cquipment 
which they possessed for withstanding one 
of the fierecst summers of thy globe, can 
be pictured from what has been described 
already. : 

The truth has only very gradually be- 
come Known, and in all its Qetails it, will 
never be known, for those who could tell 
the worst are long ago dead, But it is 
certain that this desert journey rests upon 
those responsible for it as a crime of the 
kind which we call historic, so long and 
terrible was the torture it meant for 
thousands of helpless men. If it is urged 
that Turkish powers of organisation und 
forethought were utterly incapable of 
handling such 2 problem as the transport 
of these prisoners, the plea is sound 
enough as an cx, Janation ; as On excuse 
it is nothing. ere was no ole .in the 
higher Turkish command who could be 
ignorant that to scnd the men out on 
such & journey and*in such conditions 
was to condemn half of them to certain 
death. 

It was by the purest accident that the 
British doctors in Baghdad received the 
firat confirmation of their fears. It so 
happened that a small party of officers, 
delayed by illness, were sent north after 
the- first. batches of men had departed. 
These officers followed the same track, and 
presently an urgent messogo from one of 
them reached Baghdad, addressed to the 
Turkish Commander-in-Chief, pressing 
for a hospital establishment and one of 
the British staff to be sent at once to 
Samara. ospital and staff were imme- 
mediately ready, though it took the Tur- 
kish authorities five days to provide the 
necessary pass for leaving the city. At 
Samara wero then collected the hundreds 
of sick who had fallen out of the march 
during its first stages. They wore picked 
up from tho roadutde where they lay in 
tho miveries of dysentery, just a8 -thoy 
chanced to drop, disregarded and desort- 
od. All possible care was given them. at 
Samarn,. ut many were beyond help. 
But it; was’ only those who failed on 
tho first port of. the march who could be 
brought to Samiira; the main body pissell

ar passing caravans. The Englishmen 
had been fourtern: eight had died; and 
of the survivors only one was still able te, 
crawl two or three hundred yards to & 
place where there was water. It begins 
to be evident how it came about that 
the men who surrendered at Kut more 
than 3,000 British and Indian have never 
been heard of at all. - 

A SCENE FROM THE INFERNO. 

When the thinned ranks of these rison— 
ers arrived within sight of the Mediter- 
Tanean, on the western side of the Amanus 
mountains, their journcy was over for 
the time, but it was only o new stage 
of euffering that began for them, Thou 
so.many had been lost on the .way, the 
survivors were still numerous cnough to 
form a valuable army of labourers. The 
construction of the Baghdad railway was 
in the hands of a German company, to 
which the prisoners, betwecn two al 
three thousand of them, were now con- 
signed, They were, of course, absolutely’ 
incapable of work of any kind. Never- 
theless, they were distributed among vari~ ~ 
ous working camps of the neighbourhood, 
and were somehow driven to their task. 
In the Bilemedik region, on the north 
side of the Taurus mountains, the few 
hundred British prisoners who had been 
taken at the Dardanelles the summer 
before were already, it sccms, employed 
on the raijway. Their case was apparent. 
ly tolerable, but it- was a very different. 
matter for the exhausted remnant of tho. 
Kut prisoners. These naturally broke.’ 
down at once, and were soon recognised! 
by their employers as uncles. ‘Atready * 
the hospitals at the various places wore. 
full of them, and the rate mortality 
was very high. 

They were accordingly ordered to be. 
sent to camps in the interior of Asin 
Minor, and early in September an instal~ 
ruent of o thousand British prisoners werer’ 
thither despatched. They were placed in 
railway trucks that went og far on tYer 
break ‘in tho line at the Taurus moyn— 
tains, and over this steep and dificult 
range they had then to march on foot.

PEACE USES FOR EXPLOSIVES. 


“There must be literally hundreds of 
thousands of tons of waste meta! recover- 
able from the battleficlds—waste meatal 
of all sorts and worth a tremendous lot 
of money. The bulk of"it can be collected 
and converted to commercial tises,”” , 


That is the opinion of Mr. Bertram 
Blount, the well-known authority on 
agricultural and commercial chemistry, 
expressed to a Daily Chronicle repite- 
sentative yesterdny. In fact, tho salvage 
of the world’s dustbin is such a Rigintio 
business that it would be difficult to 


make an oxnggcrated statement in con. 
nestion with it. 

“The buttlefieldy are mines ready to 
hand," Mr. Blount declared. “ The 
stuff that can bo gathered thero is itre- 
Placeable, except. by making fresh mines 
or accelerating the work in all the exist- 
ing minen of the world, and a big diffi- 
Culsy in tho way of that is the shortage 
-of labour. This tremendous wastage can 
de collected and absorhed into industry 4 
with little trouble, and if it is not dono 
thore will be a serious shortage of metals 
required for daily needs. The inflation 
of prices has already been quite dut of 
proportion to the real value of the 


metals, as, for example, tin at £330 a ton, 
compared with a normal price of £130. 


USEFUL FOR CROPS, 


‘Surplus and waste explosives will be 
of very great value both in agriculture 
and commeree. Any explosive which will 
yield a nitrate is useful for most cropa 
both as a stimulant and! fertiliser, an 
all explosives containing nitrates as such 
gan be used direct for agricultural pur- 
poses. Such explosives as nitrocellulose 
can also be used for peaceful purposes, 
as, for example, the making of celluloid. 

“Ordinary gunpowder can, of course, 
be put to its customary use of blasting, 
and, in like manner, ‘high explosive’ ‘of 
the type of roburite, used for blasting 
in war, can be used for blasting in 8, 
The difficulty comes in when explosives 
of the picric actd' and T.N-T. class are 
considered. It would hardly be worth 
while to reconvert them into something 
absorbable by pliant life. They are, how- 
ever, the starting point for many ayn- 
thetic chemicala aay as drugs, dyes, and 
other things and as the standard’ of 
purity rig! thy Fequired by the Govern- 
ment is very high, they could be- stored 
until their absorption in chemical in- 
pea took place automatically. 

. The dissection and diversification of. 
high explosive shells and the storage of 
their contents will involve a good deal 
of labour—not necedanrily skilled, ut 
under skilled supervision. © Materials 
such as nitro-glycerine, dynamite, and. 
fulminate of meroury, could be stored 
for any reasonable time and used for 


their customary purpose in peace.— Daily 
Chronicle,

No sooner had the Germans evacuated 
Ostend and Zeebrugge than.the Admiralty 
authorities set abott clearing the har- 
hours of sunken ships and other material 
intended to block up the waterways to 
the docks. The last shots had not been 
fired by the Huns at Ustend before naval 
surveyors got to work there; and the 
Admitalty Salvage Department, under 
the directions of Commodore Young (the 
most capable officer probably ever engaged 
in such operations), acted with such 
yigour and promptitude that a waterway 
haa alrendy ‘been cleared allowing vessels 
carrying about 700 tons of cargo to go 
right up to the deep-water quay and dis- 
charge. i

“THE REVOLUTION 
GERMANY. 


A BARBAROUS ORDER. 


[Rom LEONARD SPHAY.) 

There has come into the portession of 
the Berlin correspondent of a Dytch 
paper military documents which reveal, 
for the first time, the desperate attempts 
made by high military authorities at Ber- 
lin te kil) the German revolution, = It 
appears that the main efforts were direct- 
ed do preventing the revolting sailors 
from Kiel and Hamburg reaching Bertin. 
An attempt was made to cut off all roil- 
way communication between the north 
west and Berlin, but this, as indeed all 
the offerte of the authorities, failed. To 
what fengths, however, the Berlin Com 
mand way prepared to ge js shown by 
the orders which were sent to the officer 
at Neustadt, whose duty it was to pre 
vent the mutineers reaching — Berlin. 
Although these men were known to ba 
travelling by ordinary passenger trains, 
which were bound to contain, as was in- 
deed the case, a darge number of women 
and children, orders were given to derail 
the traing and fire upon them with 
machine-guns, until a cessation of all 
movement showed that everybody in them 
wag dead. The histary of the event and 
copy of these orders, which the correspon 
dent describes as the most gruesome of 
the war, is as follows: 

On November 6th, a lieutenant, with 
twenty seven inen and two machine Bung, 
wag sent to Neustadt, with orders tu hold 
up all trains from Hamburg and Kict, 
and send back al) soldiers and sailure 
travelling. When the lieutenant arrives 
at Neustadt, however, he was told by 
the station guard that a new order h 
been received, that tha men in the train 
had leave passes and inust he allowed 
to procecd. The lieutenant acted accord 
ingly, but next day orders cathe rum the 
Berlin Command that the originals in- 
structions must be obeyed in regard to 
any further trains. The officer obtained 
reinforcements, and mounted machine 
guns in the station windows, When the 
train arrived, however, the officer saw it 
toptained a number of women and child: 
ren, as well as sailors. so he did nat fire, 
and eventually persuaded the sailors, Who 
were desperate! y hungry, to return 10 
Hamburg, after he had provided them 
with food. 

Ip the evening, bowever, things took 
a dramatic turn, fer there arrived at the 
station reinforcements of 120 soldiers, 
With no fewer than fourteen machine- 
guns, dust as they arrived, the Lieuten- 
ant in command received the following 
Inessage from the Command at Berlin: 
A tein is coung from the direction of 
Wittenberge with miutineers, well arm. | 
ed,» You niust derai) the (rain and imime- 
diatoly shoot upon it Trom al! sides with 
machine-guns and whatever uther wear 

you have. You must continue Bring 
vhi there is any sizn of life in- the 
traun. This is a fight for life and death,” 

Accordingly, machine-guns were mount. 
ed on all the buildings at the approach 
lo the station, and even on the roof, and 
soldiers were posted “ready for action.” 
Then came to the officer the station-mas- 
ter, wringing his hands and saying that 
alyu in the train were large numbers of 
women and children. he train was 
slopped just Gutside the ktation, and tho 
officer tried by telephone to communicate, 
with Berlin, but failed. It was there 
until dawn, when the sailors, soldiers, 
and woinen suddenly emerged from it, 
nnd saw themselves faced by machine-guna 
in al) direetions. There was a panic, but 
eventually two sailors restored calm, 
whilst the Jieutenant explained his ordera 
that the train must not pass. In the 
confusion, however, the people re-entered 
the train, which resumed its journey. 
Shortly afterwards came a rebuke from 
Berlin to the officer for havin 
“ negotinted "' with the mutineers, an 
a fresh ordor: ‘A new_ train, with 
mutinecrs, ix on the way. Regardless of 
who may be in it, this train must be 
derailed and everybody in it mercilessly 
shot down.’ Knowing that the earlier 
train bad contained two thougand travel- 
Jers, including many women, the officer, 
on receiving this barbaric command, col- 
lapsed, and had to be carried away un- 
conscious, There was nobody among the 
military on the spot who would under. 
take to carry out the brutal order, and 
go the train passed through uninterrupt- 
ed to Berlin.—Daily T'eleyra ph.
